B. the two 
foroicr with cargoes from Liverpool —

into 18 feet water, on a reel of rock«, 
anchored them , and retreated in their 
vessels for the shore, keeping in shoal 
water, out of gun shot of the b rig -i-T h e 
boats of the E nterprize, uoder the direc­ 
tion of Lieut. M Tntosh, and two small 
boats belonging to the m erchant ves^e^s, 
with M r. N- H- Perry, purser of the 
brig, w ere sent in chase W hen tne pi­ 
ratea finding them selves closely p u rsu ­ 
ed. they ran all their vessels on shore 
and ebandoned them , first setting fire to 
one of tbe schooners ladened with dry 
goods taken out of the Aristides- which 
schooner burnt to the w ater’s edge and 
filled. 
O ne of the others was burnt by 
orders of Capt. K earney, not having 
men to spare to man her. 
T he other 
vessels, (two schooners and a sloop, and 
and A m erican schooner) all ladened 
with part of the cargo of the A ristides, 
are ordered for Charleston. T he A risti­ 
des was burnt by orders 
capt- Kearney 
after eaving all in bis power, she having 
been the day previous ran on shore by 
the pirates, and was then bilged, her 
rudder unshipped, and had 8 or 10 feet 
of water in her bold. 


O ne of the&e pirates had, a few days 
before, robbed a F rench brig, and an 
Am erican schooner. 
Tho mate and

the E nterprixe at Havana— the mate 
and one man were found un the beach— 
the other man was picked up at sea, 
alone, in an open boat» without food or 
water.
